AUSTRIAN EXHIBITION AT 
; LONDON. oy 


In the first days of the coming month of 
May an ‘Austrian Exhibition” will be 
opened atthe Earl's Court, London, the 
femoua-grounda where so many exhibitions 
have takon place during the last fow years. 

Hip Royal Highness tho Prince of 
‘Walch haa graciously consented to extend 
hin patronage to the Exhibition which-is 
arranged by a large committee of influential 
Austrian manufacturers and merchants at 
Vienna, under the honorary presidency of 
tho Ohief ‘of the Austrian Board af Trade, 
Hin Excellency Count Auersperg. ' 

Tho arrangements in London are in the 
hands of another committee: of British and 
Austrian Merchants residing thore, and 
presided over by the Lord Mayor of 
London. © 

Tho chief aim of the Exhibition will be 
to improus the British public with tho great 
progross ¢he industries and trade of Austrin 
fhas made in tho last yoar, and with its great 
capacity for supplying Greant Britiain ond 
the British colonics with many kinda of 
goods, Thoro is no doubt that this Nxhibi- 
tion will promote commerce letween the 
two countries, and in consideration of this 
fact the exhibition is largely subsidised by 
tho Austrian Government, 

The. Exhibition will ‘contain n complete 
show uf the best agricultural and industrial 
products of Austria, and will convince the 
British public that the industrial and com- 
mercial development of thin State is not 
behind that of the other European 
countries, but excela them in many ways.
